Prison reform, taxes and ecolo­ 
gy are subjects of bills before 
the legislature this week, but 
funeral services for U.S. Rep. 
James G. Fulton on Monday 
may delay some of the action. 
House Majority Leader K. Le­ 
roy 
Irvis, 
D-Allegheny, 
had 
planned to call up the reinstated 
good time prison reform meas­ 
ure, which was defeated last 
week. But he said that would 
depend on how many lawmakers 
are present. Some are expected 
to attend the funeral for Repub­ 
lican congressman from subur- 
gan Pittsburgh.

scheduled its first session for 
Tuesday. 


SENATE VERSION 
Besides the prison reform bill, 
the House also has before it a 
resolution calling for a constitu­ 
tional change to permit gradu­ 
ated income tax. The House al­ 
ready passed it when it would 
have provided for graduating all 
taxes but the Senate amended 
the measure to apply to taxes 
on income only. It’s up to the 
House now to accept or reject 
the Senate version. 
If approved the measure will 
have to be held for the General 
Assembly of 1973 and if passed 
then, put to a referendum. This 
is the standard procedure for 
changing the constitution. 
An all-surface mining bill, 
aimed at preventing land scars 
caused by any mining industry, 
is in position for final House 
action. It would require that 
miners backfill all surface mine 
scars. 
The prison reform bill would 
eliminate minimum sentences 
and enable convicts to shorten 
their confinement by participat­ 
ing in rehabilitation programs. 
Persons sentenced to life would 
be eligible for parole after 15 
years. 
Vote on the measure last week 
was 93-65, nine votes short of 
the needed constitutional major­ 
ity of 102. Forty-four lawmakers 
were recorded as not voting. 
Irvis, the chief sponsor of the 
bill, said he thought he could 
muster the needed votes if the 
attendance were better. 


BACK TO CALENDAR 
Although it was defeated, a 
parliamentary move put the 
measure back on the calendar. 
On a related matter, Rep. Wil­ 
liam Eckensberger, chairman of 
the House Law and Order Com­ 
mittee, said he will introduce a 
proposal to allow the exchange 
of prisoners from one state to 
another. It would set up an 
Interstate Corrections Compact. 
Eckensberger, a Lehigh Coun­ 
ty Democrat, said the compacts 
w o u l d 
enable 
participating 
states to take advantage of in­ 
stitutions that specialize in cer­ 
tain types of rehabilitation.

CONROE, Tex. (AP) - A 14- 
year-old boy jailed for truancy 
has hanged himself in the same 
jail where his father committed 
suicide, in the same way, 10 
years ago. 
Montgomery County Sheriff 
Gene Reeves said the boy, Je­ 
rome Andrew Price, was found 
hanging in the cell of the juve­ 
nile ward on Saturday. Reeves 
said the boy had tied one leg of 
his trousers around his neck 
and the other around a bar in 
the window. 
Authorities 
confirmed 
the 
boy’s 
father, 
Junian 
Price, 
hanged himself in the same 
method in the same jail in 1961 
while being held on a murder 
charge. Jerome’s brother, Jay 
Price, 25, said their father had 
been accused of the murder of 
his mother and nephew. 
MISSED SCHOOL 
Jerome’s mother, Mrs. L.R. 
Freeman, said the boy had 
been jailed Thursday by county 
officers who showed her a re­ 
port saying her son had missed 


more than 17 day3 of school. 
“Actually,” Reeves said, “the 
kid hadn’t done anything. They 
just wanted to scold him a little 
bit.” 
Jay Price said his brother 
had never been in trouble be­ 
fore but recently “he had in his 
mind he was big enough to take 
care of himself and didn’t have 
to go to school.” 
IN THE WOODS 
He said his brother spent 
most of his time outdoors and 
added, “You put someone in a 
cage that’s been raised in the 
woods all his life and it’s kind 
of hard for them to take.” 
Mrs. Freeman said of the 
death, “I don’t know whether I 
should start blaming people or 
just sit down and wonder.” 
Reeves said Jerome was the 
only prisoner in the juvenile 
area at the time he hanged 
himself.' 
There 
were 
two 
trustees working in a kitchen 
nearby, he added. A justice of 
the peace ruled the death a sui­ 
cide.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­

law by early November if at ail 
possible 
AID CAUSE 
But the opposing sides in the 
welfare battle both look on the 
tax bill as an opportunity for 
maneuvers to aid their cause. 
Sen. Abraham A. Ribicoff, D- 
Conn., chief supporter of the 
welfare plan in the Finance 
panel, said he now is convinced 
the Committee majority is not 
going to act on the proposal. 
The committee killed the plan 
in the last Congress after it 
passed the House. This year it 
has bottled up the legislation 
since it passed the House a sec­ 
ond time in June.

Heavy Rains 
Cause Creeks 
To Overflow 


CHESTER, Pa. (AP) — A 
weekend of rain caused a num­ 
ber of small streams in south­ 
eastern Pennsylvania to over­ 
flow Sunday, but the rainfall 
abated Sunday evening and po­ 
lice reported that the area was 
out of danger of severe flooding. 
Earlier in the day, Chester po­ 
lice were put on extended 12- 
hour shifts as they worked with 
state police to erect small dikes 
to protect the city’s Crozier 
Park section from the overflow­ 
ing Chester Creek. 
The creek, which flooded hun­ 
dreds of families out of their 
homes last month, reached a 
peak eight feet above normal at 
one point Sunday, high enough 
to cover a baseball field in Cro­ 
zier Park, but it soon subsided 
without causing extensive dam­ 
age. 
State police reported minor 
flooding of secondary roads in 
the western areas of Delaware 
County, where the Brandywine 
Creek 
and 
several 
smaller 
streams crested at high levels. 
A 2-year-old girl drowned in 
rain-swollen Wissahickon Creek 
in 
Philadelphia 
when 
she 
slipped from her father’s grasp 
after the family car had slid into 
the water from a road. 
Police identified the victim as 
Kirsten Miao, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Raymond Miao of 
Phiiadelphia.

Agnew took off from Andrews 
Air Force Base, Md., aboard a 
presidential jet, with his wife, 
seven aides, four State Depart­ 
ment assistants, and a sheaf of 
loose-leaf briefing books on the 
governments and the officials 
he will visit. 
He is to land in Ankara at 
mid-morning Monday. 
On his two-day visit to An­ 
kara he is likely to be greeted 
correctly but cooly by the gov­ 
ernment. The Turkish Foreign 
Ministry has noted that Agnew 
is visiting “at his own re­ 
quest.” 
There is a suspicion in An­ 
kara that the visit is on Ag- 
new’s itinerary only because he 
wants to go to Greece,-and 
couldn’t bypass Turkey without 
risking complaints about favor­ 
itism. 
Turkey and Greece are allied 
in NATO, but they are uneasy 
partners. The alliance is listed 
as a chief topic for Agnew’s 
conversations in both Ankara 
and Athens. 
Agnew’s visit to Turkey also 
could be affected by a potential 
crisis in the government of 
Prime Minister Nihat 
Erim, 
with whom the vice president is 
to confer late Monday. 
The Justice Party, Turkey’s 
biggest, has announced that its 
five 
ministers 
are 
quitting 
Erim’s Cabinet. 
Agnew is to meet with Presi­ 
dent Cevdet Sunay and visit the 
Turkish Parliament on- Tues­ 
day. 
Wednesday, Agnew flies to 
Shiraz, in the desert of Iran, 
where Shah Mohammad Reza 
Pahlavi has erected a star­ 
shaped tent city for scores of 
foreign leaders invited to cele­ 
brate the anniversary of the 
monarchy. 
Agnew will spend two days 
there, in a tent with marble 
bath, but near the bottom of a 
protocol list headed by kings, 
queens and heads of state. 


Ribicoff favors a somewhat 
more liberal version of the plan 
than Nixon recommended. 
He is having his ideas drafted 
as an amendment for a possible 
attempt to get it added as a 
rider to the tax-cut measure.

Some of them would like to 
lift out of the bill passed by the 
House In June provisions which 
would increase Social Security 
payments and raise welfare 
benefits for the aged, blind and 
disabled. 
They believe that, if these 
could be enacted as a part of 
the tax bill, there would be 
much less pressure to pass the 
Family Assistance-welfare re­ 
form plan would be left as the 
only major item in the House 
bill. 
Long said that he, for one, 
would like to add the Social Se­ 
curity provisions to the tax bill. 
“But I’m not going to stand 
for adding Family Assistance 
to the tax bill if I can help it,” 
he told a newsman. 
“I’ll fight against that until 
we’re hip deep in snow around 
here or even until next spring.” 
Long said that, since it is ob­ 
vious if one side tries to add 
welfare reform to the tax blil 
the other would move to add 
Social 
Security, 
the 
result 
might simply be that neither 
would make the try. 
“President Nixon sees it that 
way. He wants us to pass a 
clean tax bill,” he added. 
The Finance Committee will 
begin hearing public witnesses 
on the tax bill Tuesday. AFL- 
CIO President George Meany, a 
strong critic of the Nixon pro­ 
gram, is to testify Wednesday, 
to get the measure out of his 
committee and to the Senate 
floor for debate by the end of 
October. 


Seven Million 
Chevrolet Cars 
May be Recalled 


DETROIT (AP)—Public warn­ 
ings may be issued in the near 
future on some seven million 
1965-1969 model Chevrolets, ac­ 
cording to the government’s 
automobile safety director. 
Douglas W. Toms, director of 
the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration said in an 
interview with the Detroit News 
that his investigators have been 
studying 
reports 
of 
rusting 
frames in 1965 Chevrolets and 
engine mount failure in 1966-69 
Chevrolets. 
Toms said such a warning 
could lead to a recall order by 
the company. 
General Motors said it has 
been checking on reports of 
rusting and engine mount fail­ 
ure. 
A 
spokesman 
declined 
further comment, however, on 
the reported mount defect. 
Toms said his investigators 
have been studying a complaint 
from Connecticut about “dan­ 
gerous 
corrosion” 
on 
1965 
Chevrolet frames. He said be­ 
cause of that investigation, “it 
looks like there will have to be 
a consumer information warn­ 
ing on these cars.” 
HIGH RATE 
Toms added, “It looks like 
there has been a fairly high 
failure rate from frames rot­ 
ting out by the back wheels. 
This happens where the rear 
axle control arms are attached 
to the frame.” 
Toms said when the frame

Sunday School Explosion 
Kills 4 Students, Teacher 


MOUNT POTTSTOWN? — Black smoke 
pours from cuplike crater of a once inactive 
volcano. 
Earth rumblings can be felt for 
many miles and soon molten lava will be 
pouring from the crater’s opening, spread­ 
ing death and destruction down the moun­ 
tainside? 
But fear not, Pottstown’s not in 
danger of a volcanic eruption. This volcano­ 
like mountain stands at the site of the new 


Pottstown Memorial Medical Center, High 
Street and Firestone Drive. The mountain 
was fashioned by bulldozers at the construc­ 
tion site and the volcano-like effect was 
caught by The Mercury photographer’s 
lens in the late afternoon, as dark, smoke­ 
like clouds drifted overhead.

MARIETTA, Ohio (AP) - An 
explosion triggered by a faulty 
boiler ripped through the Sun­ 
day school wing of a Baptist 
church 
Sunday, 
killing 
four 
teen-aged students and a Bible 
teacher. 
Authorities said 11 other per­ 
sons were injured in the blast 
which let go just minutes be­ 
fore some 140 young people 
were due to be released from 
the weekly instructions. Six of 
the injured were hospitalized, 
one in serious condition. 
“We were listening to music, 
then, all of a sudden, we heard 
an explosion . . . a window cav­ 
ed in .. then we saw smoke 
and children running into the 
parking lot,” said a woman at­ 
tending services in the main 
section of the First Baptist 
Church. 
Firemen 
went 
to the ex­ 
plosion site to sift through the 
ruins for additional victims. 
That search was discontinued 
by mid-afternoon. 


City officials said the main 
section of the church was only 
slightly damaged by the blast. 
The dead, all from Marietta, 
were identified as Ricky Mor­ 
ris, Gary Holly and Carol Joy, 
all 
ninth 
graders; 
Heather 
Dawson, a high school soph­ 
omore; and, Michael Murphy, 
30, a Sunday school teacher. 
Murphy was married and had 
one child. 
Twenty-two 
months 
ago 
a 
nursing home fire on the city’s 
West Side claimed 31 lives and 
sparked a nationwide investiga­ 


tion into nursing home safety. 
“We heard a noise in the 
pipes about five minutes ear­ 
lier,” said 14-year-old Diane 
Slaughter, one of eleven stu­ 
dents in the basement class­ 
room beneath the street-level 
boiler room. 
Diane said the class didn’t 
think much about the noise at 
the time, but then “the wall 
above us fell in.” 
Diane, who was treated and 
released with minor cuts and 
scrapes, said she didn’t hear 
the explosion.

Many New Settlers Ignore 
Oregon's Stay Away Campaign 


SALEM, Ore. (A P) — Seek­ 
ers of clean air and wide open 
spaces 
apparently 
still 
are 
moving to Oregon despite a 
campaign by some residents— 
including the governor—to dis­ 
courage new settlers. 
Early this year, Gov. Tom 
McCall, in a nationwide tele­ 
vision broadcast, told the rest 
of the nation: “Come visit us 
again and again This is a state 
of excitement. But for heaven’s 
sake, don’t come here to live.” 
McCall said his statem ents 
were “ an expression of hope 
that overpopulation and over-; 
industrialization 
would 
not 
throw Oregon into the situation 
so many other states face to­ 
day. Their overcrowding, popu­ 
lation, lack of breathing space 
and overtaxed recreational fa­ 
cilities take the zest out of 
life.” 
The 
statements 
infuriated ¡ 
nonresidents. One wrote to call 
it “ unmitigated gall.” Others 
have written to say they’ll live 
where they please. 
SOME UPSET 
Some Oregonians also are up­ 
set. Phil Bladine, president of 
the 
Associated 
Oregon 
In-1 
dustries, 
said 
recently, 
“ I’m 
quite unhappy over top state of­ 
ficials creating the atmosphere 
that Oregon is inhospitable. I 
talked to people from as far 
away as Georgia and they’ve 
asked me if it’s true that Ore­ 
gon doesn’t want to increase its 
economic growth.” 
McCall says he has urged in­ 
dustry to locate in Oregon—he 
just asks them to use the exist­ 
ing state labor force and he 
warns them they’ll have to ab­ 
ide by the state’s tough envi 
ronmental protection laws.

Oregon 
officials 
say

2,090.000. Since Oregon’s area is 
96,209 square miles this means 
about 22 persons to the square 
mile. 
California’s population in the 
1970 census was 19,715,490. Its 
area is 156,537 square miles for 
a density of about 126 persons 
to the square mile. 
Stearns Cushing, labor m ar­ 
ket analyst for southern Oregon 
counties in the state’s Employ­ 
ment Division, estim ates 10,000 
Californians a year move into 
his area. 
The division also says unem­ 
ployment insurance claims filed 
by ex-residents of other states 
are higher than ever and 30 per 
cent of them are filed by for­ 
mer California residents 
A Bend, Ore., realtor says, 
“Thirty-five per cent of my 
business is 
with Californians 
now.” 


ISN'T NEW 
The idea of discouraging set­ 
tlers in Oregon isn’t new. The 
late Northwest author Stewart 
Holbrook originated the Jam es 
G. Blaine Society, whose pur­ 
pose was to make the North­ 
west seem as 
forbidding as 
possible. 
The 
Blaine 
Society—still 
more of a philosophy than an 
organization—was 
incorporated 
this year by a Portland free­ 
lance writer, Ron Abell. 
H o l b r o o k suggested that 
people develop “ vague, but sin­ 
ister” 
ways 
of 
discouraging 
new residents. One of his favor­ 
ite devices was to insist that it 
rains all of the tim e in Oregon. 
In speeches, Abell will say, 
“We had a good sum m er last 
year. It cam e on a Sunday and 
a lot of people got to enjoy it.” 
In a more serious vein, 1971 
Oregon 
Legislature 
cut .one- 
third of the Highway Division’s 
budget for tourist promotion. At 
the same time, the legislature 


took steps to make the state 
physically more attractive. 
It passed the nation’s first 
antilitter bill, calling for a man­ 
datory deposit on soft drink and 
beer bottles and cans. 
Pacific Ocean beaches have 
been declared in public own­ 
ership. A bill was passed this 
year to eliminate more than 
half of all existing billboards by 
the end of the decade 
One per cent of highway gas 
tax revenue was set aside to 
build bicycle trails and foot­ 
paths. And the Willamette Riv­ 
er is cleaner now than it was 50 
I years ago, and the salmon run 
where they’ve never been be­ 
fore. 
ATTRACTS OTHERS 
McCall concedes that what 
the legislature does to make its 
state more attractive to own 
j residents also attacts outsiders. 
But he thinks his appeal to 
nonresidents to stay away “ has 
given 
a 
good 
many 
people 
cause to 
pause. 
People that 
m ay 
have been

come and exploit our resources 
m ay not come now.”

MARSHFIELD, Mo. (A P) - 
Three persons were killed and 
*33 injured early Sunday when a 
Greyhound bus collided with a 
station wagon on Interstate 44, 
careened down an embankment 
and overturned several times.

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United Fund 


Figures which run six digits or more 
represent a great deal of money. 
So much that it staggers the imagina­ 
tion of those ordinary citizens who con­ 
stantly have to adjust their budgets so 
they can have steak once a week instead 
of hot dogs. 
Yet the United Fund of Pottstown and 
Vicinity is asking a sum of six digits— 
$303,000 to be exact—as the goal of its 
1971 fund drive. 
It’s asking the citizens of the area and 
the businesses and industry to give the 
money outright, as it docs each year. 
This isn’t a trade whereby United Fund 
officials say “Give us your money and 
we’ll give you this.” Charity doesn’t 
work that way. 
But these same officials do give con­ 
tributors a trade of sorts. It’s a promise 
and the promise is equally as valid for 
the non-contributors as well as those who 
give hundreds of dollars. 
United Fund officials say, “Whether 
or not you help us, you can expect help 
if it’s needed from any or all of our 22 
member agencies”. That’s a lot of help 
standing in the wings and if you ever 
need it, it’s great. 
If you do need it. If you do have a 
problem, or a situation, or a social, finan­ 
cial or physical dilemma, look to the 
United Fund. 
The $303,000, if it is raised, will be al­ 
located to the 22 agencies on the basis of 
their need. Some will receive more than 
others because they need more. 
Pottstown needs them all. All 22 agen­ 


cies collectively provide the solutions to 
the social, financial or physical dilem­ 
mas. 
Many of the agencies are well known. 
Others not so well known. EJvery family 
in the Pottstowp area already received 
some benefit from United Fund whether 
aware of it or not. 
Have a soil father, brother or husband 
in the service? He’s already been to a 
USO show. The USO is supported by Unit­ 
ed Fund. 
Has anyone in your family ever been 
in the boy scouts. The boy scout organi­ 
zations in Montgomery and Chester Coun­ 
ties receive money from the local United 
Fund. 
How about girl scouts? That’s another 
agency given money annually by the 
United Fund. 
Does any relative belong to the YMCA 
or YWCA? These two organizations also 
are on the recipient list. 
Other agencies supported by the Unit­ 
ed Fund of Pottstown and Vicinity are 
not as familiar, perhaps, but they, too, 
serve. 
Maybe you’ll never need their ser­ 
vices. If you don’t, you’re lucky. And be­ 
cause you won’t you’re perhaps in better 
shape financially to contribute. 
It’s ironic that those best able to af­ 
ford a contribution are those least likely 
to need the service. 
But there could come a day. There 
can be a crisis, a crisis one of the 22 
agencies can solve. Then you’ll receive 
a return on your contribution—a hundred 
fold. 


Smallpox Conquered 


Discontinuance of anti-smallpox vac­ 
cination of children just before they en­ 
ter school is recommended by the sur­ 
geon general of the United States Public 
Health Service. Thus is another victory 
chalked up for medicine. 
Dr. Jesse L. Steinfeld says vaccination 
of hospital personnel and those traveling 
to countries where smallpox is still 
found wi l l be sufficient. There hasn’t 
been a case in the U.S. in 22 years, he 
said.T h e incidence of smallpox in the 
world has dropped to 30,000 cases a year

from millions only a few years ago. In 
the entire Western Hemisphere there 
were 19 cases in th first six months of 
1971, compared to 7.380 in 1969. 
In approving discontinuance of com­ 
pulsory vaccination except for hospital 
employes and travelers, Dr. Steinfeld 
acted on the recommendation of the Ad­ 
visory Committee on Immunization Prac­ 
tices. More than half the states now re­ 
quire pre-school vaccination of children. 
There is no immediate indication whether 
all or most of them will follow Washing­ 
ton’s recommendation. 


Bedwetting Can Be Stopped

disconsolate. 
“Dr. Crane,” his worried 
mother began, “Tony still is 
an 
occasional 
victim 
of 
bedwetting. 
“So he is terrified about 
going to boy scout camp or 
of visiting his cousins. 
“Oh. he may spend the day 
with them but when they urge 
him to stay overnight, Tony 
tries to concoct various ex­ 
cuses why he must get home. 
“ S o ‘ he 
is 
becoming 
somewhat of a recluse. 
“Dr. Crane, I have read 
that emotional problems of the 
parents will cause a child to 
wet the bed. 
“Others state that enuresis 
is hereditary. 
“But can’t something be 
done to free Tony from this 
terrible fear that depresses 
him?” 
Actually, in most cases 
bedwetting is merely a first 
cousin to an adult’s ignoring 
his alarm clock. 


REMAIN ASLEEP 
If, for example, you ever 
start disregarding that jangle 
of the morning alarm, you can 
soon sleep right through it. 
And even vow that the clock 
never rang, though your wife 
may have seen you reach out 
and shut it off. 
B e d w e t t i n g is exactly 
analogous to this ignoring of 
the alarm clock. 


So quit debating whether it 
is because of heredity or 
feuding between parents and 
other psychiatric malarkv. 
For millions of kiddies live 
in homes where parents often 
feud, yet they are not guilty 
of enuresis. 
Besides, it can be checked 
in just one night. 
At the outlet of the urinary 
bladder is a circular muscle 
(sphincter) that acts as the 
shutoff mechanism. 
Babies haven’t learned to 
make this sphincter muscle 
obey their conscious wish. 
So their bladder empties 
itself as soon as it is fairly 
full.But by the age of 4, 75 per 
cent of the children taught 
their bladder to obey their 
brain. 
In the other 25 per cent, 
bedwetting may still continue. 
Enuresis usually is a habit. 
But so is urinary control. 
You 
must 
teach 
that 
sphincter muscle to keep your 
b l a d d e r closed til you 
voluntarily decide to urinate. 
Simply build an electrical 
gadget with dry cells and a 
doorbell's make-break buzzer 
mechanism. 
Then place two squares of 
wire screening under the 
child’s hips but separated by 
a heavy cloth to keep the two 
metal sheets apart. 
Then pin a couple of narrow 
metal strips of wire screening 
under the child’s legs but let

his skin touch both strips. 
Now hook up the system 
with your dry cell batteries 
and buzzer.

Ail Around the Town 


Washington Crossing 


Celebrated in Trappe 


By W. EDMUNDS CLAUSSEN 
Area Historian 
This column has several times carried stories 
of the crossing of the Schuylkill by the Continen­ 
tal Army wading breast deep through the river 
at Parker’s ford. The. date was Sept. 19, 1777. 
In September of 1970 we again told how the 
folks down-river from us each year rededicate 
themselves at the site of one of the several head­ 
quarters where Washington tarried. 
Last year’s was a memorable occasion for 
this column. These pilgrimages are free to the 
public. No tickets are issued; no advance reser­ 
vations are needed. 
Frederick Grimison, president of the Histori­ 
cal Society, hopes that as our bi-centennial date 
approaches we in Pottstow'n would be willing to 
co-sponsor one such gathering upon the Revolu­ 
tionary grounds known as Camp Pottsgrove. 
Would we be able to engender enough enthu­ 
siasm to join with our neighbors? This column 
aopes we may reach hands together in this ges­ 
ture to the sacrifices of those who toiled here, 
and to our own freedom. . 
Judging from past performances; we do have 
our qualms. Almost a hundred years ago the 
Pottstown Ledger presented virtually this same 
appeal: 
“We suggest that some steps be taken toward 
an appropriate celebration of the hundredth an­ 
niversary of the encampment of Washington and 
his army here during the war of the Revolution. 
“History tells us that after the defeat of the 
Continental army on the field of Brandywine, 
Washington, September 12th, marched to Ger­ 
mantown, rested there one day, then advanced 
to Warren Tavern in Chester county, in order to 
give battle to Gen. Howe, but an engagement was 
prevented by a heavy rain storm and flood. 
“The British now moved to Swedes Ford and 
marched rapidly up the Schuylkill, with the in­ 
tention, as Washington supposed, of capturing a 
large quantity of military stores the Americans 
had collected at Reading. 
“The Continentals hurried to the rescue, cross­ 
ing the Schuylkill at a point near Limerick Sta­ 
tion, on the 19th of September, and marching on 
to Pottstown. 
“Here Washington remained encamped from 
the 19th or 20th of September until the 26th or 
27th, reaching Skippack on the 28th. 
“Washington wrote a letter to Congress while 
here, in which he says that his troops were worn 
out by constant marching since the battle of 
Brandywine, that more than one thousand of his 
men were barefooted, and that their hardships 
and sufferings prevented them from following 
the British army which, instead of pushing for 
Reading, turned about, marched to Philadelphia 
entering that city on the 26th of September. 
. “It seems right and proper, although no revol­ 
utionary battle was fought here, the Centennial 
of which we can celebrate, as has been done at 
Lexington, Bunker Hill, Bennington and other 
places, that some commemoration should be had 
of the week’s encampment at Pottstown, during 
the darkest days . . . We hope some action may 
be taken by our patriotic citizens . . .“ 
And what did the newspaper speak of on the 
19th? 
A plague of diptheria had been touching with 
more or less frequency the lives of families then 
iving in Glasgow in the long building known as 
“the Row.” 
On the 18th the paper spoke of the current 
tragedy—“two little sisters lay sweetly sleeping 
the long, last sleep of death, side by side in their 
narrow coffins, the direct victims of that terrible

On the 19th, the day Washington crossed, note 
is taken that A. M. Root had just finished paper­ 
ing his “hat and gentleman’s furnishing store’’ 
on High street; Daniel Beecher, the prominent 
merchant of Pottstown, “has growing at his pri­ 
vate residence on King street a castor plant that 
is nearly 16 feet in height, the stalk of which 
is as thick as a man’s leg.” 
And Company A, Captain Minzer command­ 
ing, was drilling at it’s armory in the old machine 
shop. 
During rests the boys had fun showing “their 
agility in jumping, foot races, etc.” 
The story blaming the obnoxious sewer for 
causing illness in the Glasgow area was protest­ 
ed by the gentlemen comprising the Glasgow 
Iron Works and, being assured a careful inspec­ 
tion made that morning had discovered no fault 
that would reflect upon the company, the news­ 
paper “cheerfully makes these corrections . . .” 
The next day, nothing about any celebration 
at Camp Pottsgrove. 
Can we do any better for 1971, or for that mat­ 
ter, for our bi-centennial. 1976? 
Mr. Storm, get out the bugles . . .

H A R R I S B U R G — When 
Pennsylvania’s l a w m a k e r s 
returned to Capitol Hill last 
week to open their “ fall season” 
o n 
the 
legislative 
front 
(following their end-of-summer 
month's recess) they did so with 
a tally of two gubernatorial 
vetoes tucked under their belts 
and 201 pieces of legislation 
signed into law by his ex­ 
cellency. 
After being in existence for 
n i n e 
months 
Pennsylvania 
no 
great 
shakes 
from 
a 
n u m e r i c a l accomplishment 
standpoint, but it is somewhat 
notable 
perhaps 
from 
the 
“quality” or m ajor legislation 
enactment standpoint — if for 
no other reason than the fact 
that within the space of that 


n i n e 
monhs 
Pennsylvania 
taxpayers 
found 
themselves 
b l e s s e d 
with 
legislation 
providing a state income tax 
for the first time! 
Elsewhere 011 the legislative 
front during the nine-month 
span, in addition to granting 
themselves a comfortable ex­ 
pense increase (currently held 
in abeyance by presidential 
wage-price 
controls) 
Penn­ 
sylvania’s lawmakers managed 
to introduce a total of 2563 bills 
for their August consideration. 
Of this total, 
1498 were 
dumped into the hopper of the 
House of Representatives and 
1065 in the Senate. 
Whatever happened to this 
mass of bills? 
Well, of the 1498 introduced 
in the House of Representatives,

287 were given final approval 
by the House and sent to the 
Senate for consideration — of 
which number 128 were indeed 
passed by the Senate. 
Of the 1065 bills introduced 
in the Senate, 208 managed to 
emerge from Senate committee 
to

ultimate 
Senate 
approval and be sent to the 
House of Representatives for 
consideration — of which 93 had 
gained House clearance by the 
time lawmakers returned this 
week. 
Interestingly perhaps, on two 
different legislative days during 
the past nine-month span, the 
number of bills introduced in 
any one day exceeded the 100- 
m ark — those two days being 
Feb. 8 when 116 legislative 
gems were dumped into the 
House legislative hopper, and 


June 2, when 103 new bills made 
their appearance. 
The 
smaller 
Senate 
(50 
members versus 203 in the 
House) never quite managed to 
meet the frenzied peak achieved 
by the House in introducing 
more than 100 bills in any one 
day — as the best the Senate 
could muster was 96 new bills 
in a single day, that notable 
event having occurred back 011 
Jan. 25. 
After that spurt, the best the 
senators could m uster was 66 
bills the following week on Feb. 
1.Of the 276 calendar days of 
the year up to the beginning 
of the resumed sessions this 
week, the House of Represen­ 
tatives was in session a total 
of 79 legislative days; 
the 
Senate 86 legislative days.

fiscal affairs (although what 
legislation doesn’t in one way 
or another today!) 
The 
remaining

Hugh Downs, who is quitting 
the “Today Show,” was first 
heard as an announcer on the 
Jack Paar show. Downs equates 
with me inasmuch as both of 
us are perpetual students — 
reading, learning, forgetting. 
Paar was the all-time natural 
because he was unafraid to 


admit that he didn’t know what 
the guest was talking about. He 
wasn’t ignorant but, when he 
interrupted a monologue to ask 
a question, he was asking 
precisely what 30.000,000 per­ 
sons would have asked. 
Once, as a joke, he said that 
I was the world's greatest name 
dropper because I said to him: 
“Get off the phone. I’m ex­ 
pecting a call from the Pope.” 
What I said was: “Get off the 
phone. I’m expecting a call 
from the Vatican.” There's 3 
difference. His Holiness has a 
janitor. 
But I can tell some on him, 
too. We have remained friends 
on and off the air and he 
cracked me up one day when 
he said: “ Miriam and I just 
got back from the Holy Land 
and I made a lot of Easter 
Film.

Still, he loses 
me with gabblers such as 
Phyllis New'man, who prattle 
about babies, husbands and lost 
identities. 
Dick Cavett is a sharp, quick 
mind. He makes straight men 
of his guests and bounces his 
jokes off their boners. I listen. 
I enjoy. And I like that bald- 
headed second banana, Joe 
Garagiola. He learned to talk 
when he was a catcher for the 
Cards and. behind the mask, 
he baited the batters. 
The top interviewer is David 
Frost, who comes to the cam era 
prepared to ask his guests in­ 
cisive questions. Frost is Great 
Britain's answer to Lend-Lease. 
He has an attitude of deep in­ 
terest in his guest, and, unless 
the guest dies onstage, none of 
his millions of listeners dare to 
trot to the kitchen refrigerator 
or the bathroom while he is on. 
Twice he led Sen. Henry 
Jackson of Washington into 
stating: “Now let me make one 
thing clear,” which is a Nixon 
original. Jackson tried to be coy 
about whether he would run for 
the Presidency, and his blushing 
recalcitrance made him look 
foolish.

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On The Line 
Hungarian Cardinal 
Reaches Freedom

NEW YORK — During his 15 
years of sanctuary in (first) the 
U.S. Legation and (later) the 
U.S. Embassy office building in 
Budapest, I made two losing 
efforts to see and talk to Josef 
Cardinal Mindzenty — as his 
name 
is 
spelled in 
the 
authoritative C a t h o l i c En­ 
cyclopedia. 
So, of course, did many other 
correspondents. 
He was 
an 
ecclesiastical hot potato beyond 
compare. His personal troubles 
reached back before the times 
of the Nazis and the Com­ 
munists, who gave him such 
hard times as he grew older. 
In T919, four years after his 
ordination, and while serving as 
an assistant pastor in a small 
Hungarian 
village, he 
was 
thrown in prison several times 
for writing hostile newspaper 
a r t i c l e s against a local 
Bolshevik group. 
H i s 
proud 
Hungarianism 
o f f e n d e d 
the 
German 
conquerors of that land, who 
unsuccessfully brought pressure 
on him to recant. Worse things 
happened to him when the Red 
Army took over in 1944-45, about 
the time Pope Pius XII named 
him Archbishop of Esztergom, 
or Prim ate of Hungary. He 
protested so vigorously and 
o p e n l y 
to 
the 
Russians’ 
nationalization of schools and 
suppression of freedom of the 
press that, by 1948, they figured 
out a way to get rid of him. 
They arrested him on a charge 
of treason, obviously brain­ 
washed him over the succeeding 
months, put him on public trial 
for black marketing, among 
other charges, and sentenced 
him to life imprisonment in 
1949. 
He languished in jail, cut off 
from his church, his flock and 
the 
world, 
until 
he 
was 
triumphantly 
freed 
by 
the 
Hungarian Freedom Fighters in 
the heady, bloody last week of 
October, 1956. His liberation 
was 
short-lived. 
Khrushchev 
sent in the tanks and put down 
the revolt with pitiless dispatch 
— 30,000 dead in Budapest 
alone, it was reported. Mind­ 
zenty, robes flying, was speeded 
to the U.S. Legation and swiftly 
given asylum Nov. 4, 1956. 
That same day the Hungarian 
Communist police set up a 
sentry box outside the ugly U.S. 
property but never dared try 
to storm up the steps. We keep 
a few able-bodied Marines at 
our diplomatic enclaves around 
the world. 
The only visitor Mindzenty 
appears to have had from the 
world beyond his little cloister, 
during the ensuing decade and 


a half, was Vienna’s Francis 
Cardinal Koenig, who probably 
informed him of the Vatican's 
wish that he quit his redoubt 
and retire to Rome. He balked 
at this prodding until his sudden 
change of heart last week. 
His sanctuary was an unusual 
one, I learned on my first at­ 
tempt to see him. I was taken 
to the third floor of the legation 
building by a cheerful attache 
who had been an FBI agent 
before 
going 
to 
the 
State 
Department. 
Just 
off 
the 
elevator, we were confronted by 
an intimidating steel door which 
featured a bank vault com­ 
bination lock instead of a 
conventional knob. My guide 
twirled the dial back and forth 
a few times until he heard it 
click, then pushed it open. 
We entered a rather large and 
conventional area of desks and 
file cases. There was a locked 
door at the end of the office. 
“ You can’t see the cardinal 
but that’s the door that leads 
to his quarters,” my man said. 
“He’s got a small betjroom, 
bathroom, and a study. He has 
a little altar set up in the study 
and says Mass every morning. 
My kid is his altar boy. What 
he needs in the way of wine, 
hosts, candles, vestments and 
things like that are sent to him 
by diplomatic pouch. Those 
things, and the cost of his room 
and board, are paid for by New 
York Knights of M alta, I un­ 
derstand. They give their check 
to the government so that he 
won’t be a financial burden on 
the taxpayers.” 
I asked what the prisoner did 
with his evenings and nights. 
“After this office empties out 
at night, and the steel door is 
closed, he comes out of his 
quarters, 
walks 
around the 
empty place, lights a cigar and 
either reads or watches TV,” 
the attache said. 
I asked him what kind of 
cigars the em batt'ed and in­ 
ternationally famed Prince of 
the Church smoked. 
“White Owls,” he said. “We 
get them for him from our PX.“ 
The second failure to see him 
was moodier. The Embassy 
man in charge of me said, “We 
worry about him. He’s getting 
along in years. If he’s stricken 
with some trouble that calls for 
hospital care, we’ll have to 
carry him out of here on a 
stretcher. And the moment he 
clears our front door, those 
guys in the sentry box will put 
him under arrest, and he’ll 
probably die in a hurry. Poor 
old fellow.” 
But, as things turned out, 
Mindzenty made it all the way 
to the Pope’s loving arms.

SHOP TALK — If you have 
ever watched carpet being laid, 
you may have seen the work­ 
men using a gadget with a lot 
of spikes on one end and n 
padded block on the other end 
With the spikes in the carpet, 
the workman hits the padded 
block with his knee and forces 
the carpet to stretch. This 
device is called a knee kicker. 
It allows both hands to be free 
while the carpet is stretched to 
catch on carpet strips around 
the edge of the floor. These are 
strips of wooden batten from 
which small spikes stick up­ 
ward. If your carpet needs 
smoothing, the knee kicker is 
an easy tool to make and use 
Chances are the strips are 
already under the edge.
